UKGARAGE 


is it the new gangsta rap 


The artists don't want it, the clubs don't want it. 


But the violence surrounding the UK 


scene 


is looking more like hip hop's gangland by the day 


t's official - the sound of the 
4 streets has taken over the 
Ñ charts. Just ask Atomic 
Kitten, who claimed the 
number one spot for two 
weeks last August, until So 

1 Solid Crew blew out their 
Eternal Flame. Like rap in the US 
ten years ago, garage has gone 
mainstream. The Dreem Teem 
now have a prime-time radio 
show, So Solid's MC Romeo is 
attracting as many female admirers 
as Robbie Williams, and bling 
blingin’ hotspot Ayia Napa is the 
new Ibiza. 

But it looks like garage might 
be following rap's lead in more 
than just chart-topping popularity. 
As hip hop rose to chart 
dominance in America, it became 
impossible to avoid this hardcore 
music of the streets' association 
with crime. In October, Snoop 
Dogg, Jay-Z and ODB were all in 
trouble with the law for varying 
offences — and it looks like the 
garage scene is going the same 
way. Just two months ago, MC 
Romeo's 21st birthday bash 
made the headlines after two 
people were shot.while the crew 
were performing. Earlier in the 
year, 18-year-old Marcus Hall 
was stabbed and killed outside 
Club Gtmosphere in Luton, after 
watching a So Solid performance. 
In August there was a shooting 
outside London garage club 
Sunday School. Only one man 
was injured, but the biggest shock 
was how many clubbers pulled 
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out guns of their own and returned 
fire. Even MC Neutrino admits, 
“Any club you go to that plays 
garage, there's always fighting, 
there are always shootings."

Not that it puts the fans off. 
Garage fan Scott*, 17, reckons: 
“There's always gonna be trouble 


* because garage music is about

Carl*, 18, agrees and admits 
that at times he's scared but it 
doesn't stop him hitting the 
garage clubs. "There's this 
garage night called Twice As 
Nice and we call it Twice As 
Dangerous because of all the 
bad stuff going down there." 

But Twice As Nice's owner, 
Steve Gordon, disputes these 
claims.

Painful pee 

I've been having sex with my 
boyfriend for about two months 
and we always use protection. 
Lately | have felt a slight burning 
sensation when | go to the toilet. 
My vagina isn't sore or itchy, so I 
don't think it's an STI. What is it? 
Deftones fan (15) 

yo: You say you're using 
protection, but only condoms 
will protect you against sexually 
transmitted infections (STIs). If 
you are just taking the Pill then 
you are at risk of catching an STI 
- one of the symptoms of which 
can be this burning sensation 
when you pee. If you're not sure, 
getit checked out by your GP or 
local family planning clinic. 

However, it's more likely that 
you've got cystitis - when your 
bladder and urethra (the 
passage through which urine 
passes) becomes infected. This 
is very common, especially in 
sexually active women, but it is 
not an STI. It happens because 
the vagina is very close to the 
urethra, so bacteria can easily 
pass from one to the other, 
especially during sex. 

You can buy over-the-counter 
treatments from any chemist 
(your GP can recommend one), 
although in some cases you may 
need a course of antibiotics to 
get rid of the infection. On the 
whole, drinking cranberry juice 
or plenty of water should shift it. 


Stretched skin 
I've got really unsightly stretch 
marks on my thighs, hips and 
arms. I’m a size 12 and not 

g overweight. My doctor suggested 
some creams, but they haven't 


worked. Why have | got them? 
Please help. 
Desperate (17), Wiltshire 
Jo: Stretch marks are produced 
during periods of rapid growth, 
for example during puberty. 
They are most commonly found 
on the bottom, thighs, stomach 
and breasts, and although they 
are often reddish when they first 
appear, they will fade over time 
to become faint silvery lines that 
are barely visible. They are 
extremely common and most 
women will be able to find one 
or two somewhere on their body. 
The bad news is that there's 
very little you can do about 
them. I’m afraid that creams and 
lotions will not get rid of them. 
How about trying to cover them 
up with some fake tan - that way 
you get to wear those skimpy 
clothes and look fantastic! 


Late starter 
I'm really worried because I'm 15 
and | haven't started my periods 
yet. Am | normal or is there 
something wrong with me? 
Worried, Cambridge 
Felicity: The age at which you 
start your period will depend on 
several factors, including how 
much you weigh, how well you 
eat, what exercise you do and at 
what age other women in your 
family started their periods. 
Itis highly unlikely there is 
anything wrong with you. 
However, if you find your periods 
haven't started within the next 
year or two, then it may be 
worth discussing with your GP, 
who can arrange blood tests to 
check your hormone levels and 
carry out other investigations.
